THE BLUE LAWK. 


Soa*e P»r»i«»l»r« of the l>rae«nlam 


Code of Pnrllao Connecticut. 


The famous Blue Laws of Connecticut 


about which so much ia heard, are as 
follows. They were enacted by the poo- 
pie of the "Dominion of New Haven," 
and became known at the blue laws be- 
cause they were printed on bine paper: 


The Governor and Magistrates con- 


vened in General Assembly are the su- 
preme power, under God, of this inde- 
pendent dominion. From the determi- 
nation of the assembly no appeal shall 
be made. 


No one shall be a freeman or give a 


vote unless he be converted and a mem- 
ber of one of the churches allowed in 
(he dominion. 


No dissenter from the established wor- 


ship *of this dominion shall be allowed 
to give a vote for electing of magistrates 
or any other officer.

the estate 300 pounds. 


Whoever brings cards or dice into this 


dominion shall pay a fine of 5 pounds. 


No one shall eat mince pies, dance, 


play cards, or play any instrument of 
music except the dram, trumpet and 
jewsuarp. 


No Gospel minister shall join people 


in marriage.
